INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 



The applicant has, after having received the intemational search report, or«e opportunity to amend the claims of the 
Internationa) application. It sfKHild however be emphasized that, since all parts of the international application (dasms, 
description and cfrawings} may be amended during the intemational prettminary examination procedure, there b usually 
no rveed to fBe anr>erKlments of the claims under Article 19 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be pul)6shed 
for the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amending the claims before intemotiofial pbidioation. 
Furthermore, it should be emphasized that provisional protection is availak)le in some $tates orUy. 



Whart perU of the International appllctftton may be amended?

AO the daims appearing on a replacement sheet must be numtsered in Arabic numerals. Where a elaim is 
cancelled, no renumbering of ttie other claims is required. In a0 cases where daims are raruontieredi they must 
be renumbered consecutively (Administrfldlivs biatruetioiia. Section 205(b)).
